TOKYO (UP) — American Am- 
bassador Joseph Clark Grew told 
a luncheon of distinguished Japan- 
ese today that the American public 
strongly resented some Japanese 
army actions in China and_ the 
situation would have to be changed 
if relations were to be improved. 


As regards Japan’s “new order in 

East Asia,’ Grew said Americans 
understood its significance as well 
as Japanese and believed that it 
meant an attempt to deprive 
Americans of their long-standing | 
rights in China. 
“Grew spoke before 700 Japanese 
and Americans and other foreigners 
at a luncheon of the America-Jap- 
an Society. He had just returned 
from a long vacation in the United | 
States during which he had ac-' 
quainted himself with the views of 
American people and had gone ful- 
ly into new phases of Japanese- 
American relations with officials 
there. 

Opening his speech, Grew gave the 
background of his leave in the 
United States and pointed out that 
the vacation had given him an op- |, 
portunity to learn American public 
opinion. 

“It would be an insult to your in- 
telligence if I talked of trivialities,” | 
he continued, and then launched in- 
to a speech whose frankness aston- 
ished his hearers and caused them 
to try vainly to recall a recent pre-! 
cedent.

NEW YORK, (WP) — If what the 
clock says is true (and experience 
has taught me never to dispute 
anything that has two good hands) 
then Challedon looks like a mighty 
eood thing in the Pimlico special 
at Baltimore the first day of next 
month, 

The big Maryland-bred colt, who 
outlasted Johnstown to establish 
himself as the best three-year-old 
in the country, figures to take Kay- 
ak II, Cravat, and Isolator in the 
race that carries a $10,000 purse and 
the pleasing title, horse of the year. 

The special will be run Over the 
same distance that Seabiscuit and 
War Admiral travelled in the first 
special a year ago, a mile and three- 
sixteenths. This route fits Challe- 
don just as perfectly as 100 yards 
does Jesse Owens, a mile doen Glenn 
Cunningham, and five miles did 
Nurmi, 

Challedon won the Preakness, his 
biggest individual race, at that dis- 
tance, and only last week at Keene- 
land he blazed through a mile and 
three-sixteenths in 1:54 3-5. And 
that speed was good enough to 
lop two-fifths of a second off the 
old world mark established by Dis- 
covery. Challedon packed 120 lbs. 
at Keeneland, one more than Dis- 
covery had up when he set his 
mark of 1:55, and exactly the same 
weight he will be asked to carry in 
the special. 

Speaking of weights, sometimes 
the assignment of them to the race 
horces doesn’t seem to make much 
sense. Take the special’s weights, 
for example. Insofar as anyone 
knows, Challedon is the best of the 
horses in the field. But because he 
is a three-year-old he will get off 
with 120 pounds, and the others 
will have to pick up 126. They're 
older and therefore are presumed 
to have stouter legs, bigger lungs, 
stronger backs, and more willing 
spirits. The fact that they may not 
be as fast is not taken into consid- 
eration. 

Challedon’s chief opposition at 
Pimlico (a track he is very fond 
of, incidentally) is likely to come 
from Kayax II. True, the South Am- 
erican ace was beaten, and badly, 
by Challedon in the Narragansett 
special, but it isn’t likely that Kay- 
ak the Twice was at his best for 
that race, It was his first appear- 
ance in the east after a long trip 
from California, and he wasn’t 
thoroughly settled.
